"other" compounds, so long as each is provided in an amount of 5% by weight or less. 

The new version of the claims feature a composition comprising: components [A], [B], [C], [D] & [E], and optional compound(s) (other than 
[A]-[E]), wherein components [A]-[E] account for more than 95% by weight of the composition. The scope of these claims: (a) requires 
components [A]-[E]; (b) does not require "other" compound(s); and (c) may contain "other" compound(s), so long as components [A]-[E] 
account for more than 95% by weight of the composition. 

The scope of this new version was not previously claimed. Accordingly, further consideration and search is required. Furthermore, the 
amendment fails to materially reduce or simplify the issues for appeal. 
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
